After Seven Years the Mystery of This Crime

Next October. 1

HANNIBAL, Mo., Aug. 17.—Dr. Joseph C. ) 
Hearne and his wife were this afternoon 
indicted for the murder of the latter’s frst 
husband, Amos J. Stillwell, the wealthy 
pork packer of this city, who was murdered 
in his bed on the night of Dec. 28, 1888. 

When the Marion County Grand-jury 
made their final report to-day they returned 
an indictment marked private and it was 
not known until after 4 o’clock what we 
indictment was. The first reliable informa- 
tion that Dr. Hearne and his wife had 
been indicted was when Sheriff Pratt, armed 
with the proper papers, went to the home of 
W. T. Perkins, where the Hearnes have 
been staying, and placed Dr. and Mrs. 
Hearne under arrest. Dr. Hearne was cool 
and collected, but Mrs. Hearne was very 
nervous. It was indeed an exciting time 
and the news spread over the city like 
wildfire, while the grand-jurors were being 
complimented on every hand.

POLICY HOLDERS 
WILL BRING SUI 


Receiver Will Be Asked for the 
Mutual Reserve t und. 
INCREASE. IN ASSESSMENTS.

Higher Rates Demanded by. the Com 
pany From Old Men Who Insured 


The above advertisement appeared in yes- 
terday’s Post-Dispatch. It means that there 
are a number of dissatisfied policy holders in 
the company who are determined to resist 
a recent attempt made to raise the as- 
sessments on all policies taken out prior to 
1890. The Mutual Reserve is one of the old- 
est and largest of the mutual plan insur- 
ance companies, and is said to have about 
5,000 policy-holders in St. Louis. 

How many of thesé are affected by the 
increase of assessment cannot be told, but a 
number have declared their intention of 
organizing to resist, and the courts will be 
called on to construe the language of the 
policy contract to decide whether the com- 
pany can increase the assessment based 
on the age of the insured at time of entry. 
It must be remembered that rate acording 
to the mortality table is not Increased, but 
the assessment is increased so as partially 
to keep pace with the increasing age of the 
assured. Thus if a Man was insured at the 
age of 50 and has paid assesments based 
on the age at entry. for tén years, the com- 
pany claims the right to imcrease the as- 
sessment to the present age rate, although 
the assessment has not been increased to 
the full present age rate of the assured. 

The plan proposed by Gen. Buel is to call 
a meeting of the pohcy holders in St.Louis 
some time in September, with a view of 
instituting injunctiOn proceedings in New 
York, restraining the compan from levying 
and collecting the bi-monthly assessment 
in October. He also contemplates appiying 
for a receiver and @ pro rata distribution 
among policy holders of the assets, which 
includes a reserve fund of nearly $4,000,000. 

The outcome of the agitation will be 
watched with consuming interest alike by 
the assessment companies and their old- 
time enemies, the old line companies. The 
Significant feature is that the advance is 
made only on policies taken out prior to 
1890. This leads the old policyholders to 
believe that it is an Hort to squeeze them, 
or cause them to withdraw and forfeit all 
they have paid in. Thé assessment com- 
panies have always cigimed to give in- 
Surance at about ons-Hälf the cost of old 
line companies, but those affected by the

“But wil it not be those policyholders 
who are affected by the increase, that is 
those holding policies issued before 1890, 
who will lapse? And if the other policy- 
holders get out, will it not more an. 
correspondingly decrease the losses? asked 
the reporter. 

“No, because it will be the old policy- 
holders who wil] stay in. The men who 
have been paying for years will not want to 
lose out now they are getting old, many of 
them too old to reinsure. It will be the 
later policyholders who will get out. ey 
will argue that in a few years their assess- 
ments will be raised in the same way, and 
they will prefer to transfer their insurance 
now to old lire comvanies at a fixed rete. 

“While on th's subject I want to emphasize 
the necessity of all policy holders paying 
this assessment due this month. We sha 
apply for a receiver and a distribution. If 
they let their policies lapse now they will 
forfeit all their right to share in the distri- 
bution. I have instructed my lawyer to 
draw up a form of protest which policy 
holders can obtain from me. Let them pa 
the August assessment under protest, and 
am sat!sfied it will be the last one they will 
have to pay, as a receiver will be applied 
for before the next comes due. 

Two years after I took out my first policy 
1 ved notice of N I wrote 


0 assessments to the 
age rate, and claiming that that was 
cheaper by half than the old „ com- 
panies. So I continued to pay up. 
this last notice of increase I wrote the 
Pres dent, telling h‘m I had lost confidence 
in the company’s stability, and offering to 
surrender my policies for the bare amount 
of assessments I had paid in, 1 * 
my willingness to forego the amount pai 
‘for annual dues, interest and my proportion 
of the resrve fund. 

“T received a specious reply refusing my 
offer, and stating that the advance was Only 
made at the suggestion of the State In- 
surance Superintendent of New York, who 
had pointed out that the pro rata of losses 
paid by the older policy holders ought to be 
equalized. 

“The company has a reserve of $4,000,000, 
Twenty-five per cent of all assessments 
go to the reserve fund, and the company 
has never been unable to pay its losses 
current assessments. For these reasons I 
can see no purpose in the present increase. 
Charges have been published of extrav- 
agant management and have been met with 
a simple denial. They pay big salaries, pay 
their agents the same commissions as do 
old line companies, and they cannot afford 
to insure at half the rates, except so long 
as new business more than covers cur- 
rent losses. As soon as it ceases to do so 
trouble begins.“ °

The Jury in the Duestrow Case Could Not 
Agree and Was Discharged. 


The Wife and Child Slayer Will Have to Be 
Tried Again. 


Feeling Against Him at Union Was Bitter and Talk of 
Bribery Pientiful. - 


UNION, Mo., Aug. 17.—At 10:30 p. m. the 
jury in the Duestrow case was discharged 
by Judge Hirzel, being unable to agree. They 
Stood seven for acquittal and five for con- 
viction. The jury had been out twenty-four 
hours and a half. 


In the face of an inflamed public opinion 
which has clamored for the blood of Ar- 
thur Duestrow as forfeit for the two lives 
he took over eighteen months ago, seven 
Franklin County farmers stood for twen- 
ty-four hours in the trial of that defend- 
ant demanding that he be declared insane 
and legally innocent of the double homi- 
cide. Five men, equally determined, were 
opposed to them, five men who believed 
with public sentiment that blood should 
pay for blood. As a consequence Judge 
Rudolph Hirzel discharged them all last 
night at 10 o’clock, officially declaring the

TOKIO, July 20.—A luncheon party was 
given at the residence of Mr. Sannomiya, 
Grand Master of es of the Imperial 
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Navy, and wes especially interesting on ac- 
count of incidents of the recent war it 
commeémorated. When the Port of Yingkow, t 
in Manchuria, was occupied by the Jap- 


anese, the ce of foreign residents 
made it d le that the business of 
8 the civil control should be man- 
wi extreme tact and discretion. 
nder ordin circumstances an attache 
of the Foreign rtment would have been 
delegated to represent the Government, but 
the Japanese are le of breaking red 
tape in case of need, ape it was decided 
to appoint the best qual man, without 
reg to precedent. Mr. Sannomiya was 
che sen for the duty, which turned out to be 
even more arduous and exacting than had 
been expected. The anxiety and toll of his 
brief term of authority would have been 
almost entirely without relief but for the 
genial encouragement he received from 
American naval officers, to whom he had 
until then been a stranger. 

The gentlemen in charge of the. United 
States ship stationed at Yingkow did not 
consider themselves prohibit by any im- 
aginary obligation of gerbe 4 from mani- 
— — at the arrival of a brave 
and civilized army to take the place of the 
cowardly rabble, inst whose excesses 
they hed been guardin the alien residents 
since the beginning of the war. Nor did the 
hesitate to follow their natural impulses an 
offer suitable courtesies to the newcomer.

CUBANS WILL WIN. 


That Is the Belief of Those Watching 
the Struggle in England. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 17.—An evening paper 
has the following cable from London: It 


is considered probable here that the pres- 
ent war in Cube will result in success, in 
some measure at least, for the Cubans, and 
that autonomy in some form will be either 
granted by Spain or wrestei from the 
mother country by the Cubans. The outlook 
is taken to be that eventually a republic 
will be established tn Cuba, and one more 
be added to the self-governing countries of 
the new world. No one has any idea that 
any of the British — — Will ever de- 
sire to cut loose from England, but it is 
seriously regarded as a possible event of 
future history that the failure to set up a 
permanent monarch in exico, and the 
complete destruction of imperial govern- 
ment in Brazil may find a logical sequel in 
the freedom of Cuba, particularly as the 
Spanish campaign seems to be a failure, 
and as the home government is so weak in 
money and 8 that it has not the 
power to hold a people like the Cubans in 
subjection at so great a distance. The most 
striking phase, however, is its refiex in- 
fluence in Spain itself. Troops mutiny 
against being sent into a fatal fever at- 
mosphere, to which they have no chance 
of becoming gradually acclimated, the re- 
serves, when mobilized to supply the places 
of the thousands who die in the Cuban 
hospitals refuse to serve until — 
by force, the people throughout Spain are 
groaning already under the heavy debt of 
the country, and are growing more bitter 
every day in their hatred of the Madrid 
Government, and now news comes from 
Spain which indicates that the Republi- 
cans are taking advantage of the dis- 
atch of large bodies of troops to Cuba to 
naugurate an active. movement looking to 
the overthrow of the monarchy and the es- 
tablishment of a republic.

Mystery of the Headless Corpse Found 
in a Cave Not Yet Solved.

One 
thing he has certainly learned by in- 
epecting the underground wire system of 
these cities and that is the feasibility of 
accommodating many wires for different 
services in a single conduit. He should 
be able to meet the arguments of the 
wire companies who want separate con- 
duits and convince the Municipal Assem- 
bly of the practicability of a municipal 
conduit system.

EXTORTIONATE ATTORNEYS’ FEES. 


Attorney T. J. Delaney of Springfield, 
Mo., is reported to be well pleased with 
a verdict for $1,487.92 in a suit for $2,500 
as an attorney's fee for clearing a client 
who was indicted on a criminal charge. 

The reason given for Mr. Delaney’s 
satisfaction with only a little more than 

‘one-half of the fee charged is that it is 
dificult to establish the justness of a big 
attorney's fee before a farmer jury. Some 
of the farmers on the jury, although 
there was abundance of lawyer testi- 
mony to the effect that $2,500 was a rea- 
sonable fee, thought that $256 would be 
Sufficient and one juryman thought 88 
reasonable pay.

Strong and positive as may have 
been the causes for overturning the es- 
tablished order of things on many occa- 
sions during recent years, the people have 
generally waited patiently the application 
of statute law through the courts. In fact, 
in a number of remarkable instances where 
efforts were made to take law into unoffl- 
cial hands, the stout officers having pris- 
oners in charge have resented the inter- 
ference by force of arms, and as a result 
otherwise innocent men have killed by 
the sheriffs. 

The Fulton affair was a surprise, only be- 
cause all the State expected the effort would 
be made and believed the officers and lead- 
ing citizens would prevent the accom plish- 
ment of the deed. Of course, in view of 
the peculiarly horrible crime committed by 
the negro, nobody will dare say that his 
punishment was not more than deserved. 
The question is whether lynch law is ever 
justifiable if we are to be governed by law. 
There are two sides to it, and moralists 
may write and talk until doomsday with- 
out being able to convince the Callaway 
County people that they were not entirely 
right in making short, swift work of a 
savage beast. 


The announcement is made that the sum- 
mer tourists are beginning to return home, 
the advance guard coming into the city 
with each day of the past week. It seems 
a trifle curious, however, that persons fa- 
miliar with the St. Louis climate should 
leave the resorts at the hottest period of 
the summer, for no matter how pleasant

this month, 

But I suspect the real reason for the early 
return of the pilgrims lies in the fact that 
all the schools will reopen two weeks from 
next Monday, and that mothers have con- 
siderable planning and actual work to do 
in that short space of time.

Meanwhile, with so distinguished An ed- 
ucator as Prof, Soldan in charge, the public 
schools will probably not know there has 
been a change in the Superintendency. 

But there is a prevailing apprehension 
among the patrons that there will be a 
change of text-books: I hope there is no 
ground for anxiety on this score. It would 
be almost calamitous at this dull season of 
the year to demand of workingmen and men 
of small resources generally that they shall 
provide new books for their children. This 
would mean a cash outlay of at least $5 to 
every man having two or three children at 
school, and would seriously cripple one 
who chanced to have five or six. Any 
change in text-books just now might be 
very disastrous to the future political pros- 
pects of the official’ who accomplished it. 


Col. Ed Butler’s Sanitary Works must be 
sadly overworked of late. From many 
sources I hear complaints that dead dogs 
or dead cats have been permitted to lie in 
alleyways for three or four days, festering 
in the August sun, and no response from 
Col. Butler’s wagons to any number of tele- 
phone calls. 

I have no information as to the causes 
for these delays. In fact, Col. Butler him- 
self has not deigned to assign any. It is 
currently reported, however, that there is 
no money in gathering up dead dogs and 
cats, and that the “Poor Pussy” carts are 
run more for accommodation than for 
profit. So it makes a great deal of differ. 
ence, you know, except to a sensitive pub- 
lic, which is sometimes willing to take a 
solemn oath that a dead dog can create more 
disturb&nce in a refined and civilized neigh- 
borhood than all the dead horses that Col 
Butler can scrape together in a year. 

There ought certainly to be some means of 
securing the Colonel’s attention when you 
want him “real bad.”

The fakir is apparently born, not made. 
Wo one ever sees a fakir in course of train- 
ing.

There are 
fakirs of all sorts and conditions, grey- 
headed old fellows, who have visited every 
city from Maine to California, and beardless 
youths who are just starting out, spruce,

Seiter’s affairs were found to be in a 
worse state even than Ramsey’s. 
his debt to the State Treasury, his r 
to the amount of over $50, was held by 
St. Louis banks, and his depositors were 
legion. His failure created tire wildest ex- 
citement in Lebanon and vicinity. Thou- 
sands of the farmers and poorer classes of 
the adjacent country, placing implicit con- 
fidence in Se'ter’s integrity, had kept all 
their spare money in his bank. Judge their 
dismay on learning of his bankruptcy.

Possibly, next to the syndicate, Seiter’s 
rest e {tors were the St. Louis banks 
t had his paper. It is said that these 
banks pooled their claims and agreed to 
k together for all they could get. The 
St. Louis banks were the only formidable 
obstacle in the way of the syndifate run- 
ning things as it pleased. hs may ac- 
count for the recognition St. Lou's received

The scheme to which Vaughn and Dra- 
g00 have confessed was the counterfeiting 
of children’s tickets of the Union Depot 
line. After being printed they were to have 
been turned over to Dragoo, who was to 
sell them. Kau nh, 80 Dragoo says, ex- 
pected to be put on the line as conductor in 
a few days and he also was to sell the 
counterfeit tickets. Sampson, who is a 
lithographer by trade, was to manufacture 
the tickets at his place of business in Chi- 
Caro. 

This plan had been fully prepared by 
the men, and money enough had been raised 
and turned over to Sampson to get the tic- 
kets out. 

Vaughan, Kaufman and Dragoo tell con- 
filicting stories of thelr connection with 
the intended counterfeiting. Dragoo’s ac- 
count is credited by the police, because he 
has made a straightforward confession,

Kaufman and Sampson. Dragoo is about 
28 years old. He ts married and lives at 
1716 Texas avenue.

Five of Dairyman Winkelman’s Cows 
Are Dead and Two Dying. 


The Health Department is taking active 
measures to prevent the spread of Texas 
fever among cattle, and Milk Inspector 
Howard Carter its energetically assisting. 

The disease first appeared at the dairy 


of Joseph Winkelman, 25 May street. He 
lost five cows and two more were reported 
dying. Mr. Winkelman voluntarily stopped 
selling the milk of any of his cows, as well 
as the sick, and the Health Department 
notified adjacent dairymen to keep their 
cows from the common feeding grounds for 
the present. Mr. Winketman's cows have 
been feeding close to where empty cattle 
care were sidetracked, and it is supposed 
they contracted the disease from that 
source. ö 

Health Commissioner Starkloff said: 
This department will take vigorous meas- 
ures to prevent the disease from spreading 
and to keep infected cattle out. Our five 
meat inspectors will temporarily cease in- 
specting slaughtered meat and will be sta- 
tioned at the stock yards to inspect the 
cattle before they are slaughered.”’ 

Dr. Howard Carter, Milk Inspector said: 
“I and my deputy, . B. Sheridan, have 
been aes the dairies in that neigh- 
borhood t ay and have made inquiries as 
to the presence of sick cows, but found none 
except at Winkelman's, and they are iso- 
lated. Mr. Sheridan is a veterinary doctor 
and is therefore well fitted for the work of 
inspection. We shall drop the inspection of 
mi for the present, until every dairy 
the city has been inspected.”’

Gen. A. J. Smith, His Home, His 


War Record and Peculiarities.

“Why should I stand out of the sun?” 

That was the inquiry of an elderly gen- 
tleman out in the West End the other day, 
in response to a suggestion by a younger 
man that he would like a moment’s con- 
yersation with hjm. 

It was an exceedingly hot day. “he sun 
was shining down with all the refu.gence 


1 and glare of an August afternoon, and the

thermometer registered somewhere in the 
nineties. 

„O, General,” said the younger man, hail- 
ing a small, military-appearing old gentle 
man, stand here in the shade a moment, 
please, and permit me to ask you a few 
questions.”’* P 

“Why should I stand out of the sun?” 

The reply was eminently characteristic, 
for it came from Gen. A. J. Smith, an old 


soldier, who has seen more campaigns and, 


been in more countries than any other man 
in St. Louis to day. 

Gen. Smith is slight of stature. Se is 
prpbably not over 6 feet 6 inches high and 


he doesn’t weigh over 140 pounds. He 
dresses in the conventional blue of the 
Grand Army and wears a soft black hat, 
regardiess of the weather. It is said of him 
that he never wore an overcoat in his life, 
and it is probably true, for to this day he 
is proud of the fact that he does not fear 
any. sort.of weather—or any description of 
man or beast, for that matter. 

The "Gene lives in a three-story, gray- 
stone front out on Washington avenue, near 
Garrison. is pension from the Govern- 
ment enables him to live in some style, and 
his beautiful home is the envy of the neigh- 
borhood. He walks a great deal, but not 
very far from his house, and while he is 
egy ae curt and dignified with men, all 

he children in that end of the city are his 
stanch and unflinching friends. 

Gen. Smith was building a railroad in 
Asia when the first gun was fired on Fort 
Bumpter. He had graduated as an engineer 
from West Point, and taken a position 
Abroad because there was then no sign that 
his services would ever be needed in this 
country. But he heard about Fort Sumpter 
and on the 4th day of July, 1861, he had 
reached Alaska on his way home. Upon 
arriving at St. Louls, some time after the 
battle of Wilson’s Creek, he went to work 
to gather up a regiment. It was no easy 
matter, then, but he accomplished it and 
staré. u a campeign which carried 
success th it from start to finish. From 
St. Louis he took his army southward into 
Arkansas, thence across into Mississippi, 
participating in many of the brilliant bat- 
tles of that region—thence back again into 
Arkansas, and at last he was ordered to 
follow Gen. Price into Missouri and drive 
him from the State. That was no easy 
commission. ,Price was then in command 
of an army which had swept everything be- 

and it was expected that his prog- 
ress through this State would be a tri- 


march. 

And so it was until he began to be pressed 
by Gen. Smith. Thereafter his movements 
were accelerated and from Central Missouri 
he turned in a southeasterly direction going 
rapidly over a difficult road until he crossed 
the Mississippi River and was well out of 
danger from the enemy in the rear. 

I remember Well the first time I ever saw 
Gen. A. J. Smith. It was on a hot, bifster- 
fug day in July or August. His army had 

to pass through Sedalia—then a vil- 
lage of one long street—just before noon. 
The soldiers marched eight and twelve 
abreast, and were apparently fresh and in 
good condi „ notwithstanding their long 
tramp from Ar sas. They were cer- 
tainly in good spirits, for while they were 
not Fleet yo to stop, occasionally a soldier 
would step out of line, run his bayorfet into 
u Watermelon or a ham or any other con- 
venient edible that chanced to be in front 
of a grocery store, and stepping back to his 
comrades would receive a welcoming and 
congratulatory shout. The bands of this 
army were particularly good, and the music 
they made as they — 42 forward to what 
they deemed certain victory, joined with the 
oyous notes of the trumpets, could be heard 
or miles. 

It was late in the afternoon, posibly be- 
tween & and 4 o'clock, when the last man 
of Gen. Smith's army marched down the

Florida has a new and remarkable in- 
dustry, the artificial propagation of alli- 
gators. For supplying the trade in Florida 
curiosities there is a large demand for young 
reptiles of this kind. In Jacksonville, which 
is the center of the traffic, from 8,000 to 
10,000 alligators are sold to tourists an- 
nually—nearly: all of them baby ones. The 
latter are collected by professional hunters, 
who receive for them from $20 to $25 a hun- 
dred. Some of them are disposed of alive 
at retail, but many are stuffed. An infant

The difficulty of securing young alligators 
in sufficient numbers has led to the estab- 
lishment of this stra business. To find 
the nests of reptiles in comparatively 
easy, and the are shipped in bulk by 
the hunters to Jacksonville. In that city 
there are twelve dealers in alligators, the 
best known of them being & man who has 
earned the soubriquet of “Alligator Davis.”’ 

It was he who 0 nated the incubator 
system, which is simple enough. The eggs, 
about the size of goose eggs, are plac in 
boxes of sand and covered up. The boxes 
are exposed to the torrid rays of a semi- 
tropical sun, and in a few days the lizards 
‘are hatched. They are then six inches or 
so in length. Some of them are killed and 
stuffed as soon as they see daylight, 

It is estimated that 2,500, all 
were killed in Florida between an . 
In 1889 three fimms located at Kissimmee 
handled 36,00 hides. ey my hing same year 
twelve hunters brought to Fort Pierce 4,000 
pelts. Two firms in Jacksonville handled 
60,000 skins in 1889. A few years ago an 
expert hunter could easily secure alli- 
gators in three weeks, — one man at Co- 
coa killed forty-two in one night. 

The skins are paid for in provisions and 
ammunition mainly. Dealers get 65 cents 
apiece for them from tanners in New York. 
In 1890 about 250 pounds of alligator teeth 
were sold, hunters receiving from $1 to $2 
a pound for them. They are re ved by 
burying the heads and rottinw out the 
teeth. Of the best teeth about seventy 
make a .pound. 

The socking of the Atlantic Coast waters 
with artificially hatched lobsters is the 
most interesting experiment that new en- 
gages the attention of the United States 
Fish Commission. The enterprise is being 
conducted at Wood’s Holl, ass., where 
during the present summer the enormous 
number of 81,800,000 lobster have been 
taken and subjected to the incubator process. 
Of these 71,000,000 were actually hatched. 

The female lebsters in spawn are ob- 
tained from fishermen, and each one is held 
by the tall while the egg masses are re- 
moved by gentle scraping with a dull 
wooden knife. The eggs are attached to 
the swimmerets of the animal. The mother 
lobster carries from 6,000 to $0,000 eggs. They 
are Olive-green in color, and, as the time of 
hatching approaches, the shell becomes so 
translucent that the little creatures may 
be seen coiled up inside of them. ' 

To hatch them is the simplest manner in 
the world. They are put into an ordinary 
glass jar, through which a continuous 
stream of fresh water flows, keeping the 
eggs agitated. After a few days the young 
lobsters emerge from the shells, shrimp-like 
and almost transparent. They look not the 
least like adults of. their species. 

Now comes the dangerous part of their 
existence. By the time they are forty- 
eight hours old they have begun to prey 
upon each other. They are veritable canni- 
bals, and no matter how much food is 
given to them . 4 are eager to gobble 
their companions. it is out of the ques-

When they are a day old the young lob- 
sters are put Into twelve-gallon milk cans, 
one of which serves to hold 200,000 or 300,000 
of the infant crustaceans. They are taken 
in.a boat to suitable localities in Buszard's 
Bay or Vineyard Sound, where they are let 
loose in the water. This season 71,000,000 
young ones have been liberated. if the 
scheme is worth anything there ought to be 
a large increase of the ber of lobsters 
taken by fishermen in New England waters 
within half a dozen years. 
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INTERNATIONAL POSTAGE. 


Agitation for a Stamp Which Would 
Carry Letters Between All Nations. 


There ig some talk in France of bringing 
about the adoption of an international 
postage stamp. It is proposed to invite 
the nations composing the Postal Union to 
adopt a special kind of stamp for interna- 
tional communications. Among the argu- 
ments put forth for the creation of the 
new stamp are the following: I. The 
stamps would come in very handy for per- 


sons desirous of forwarding very small 
sums of money from one country to an- 
other. 2. It would enable the sender of a 
letter from one country to another to inclose 

for reply. 8. Travelers would wel- 


be able to communicate with 
their friends in the country when they set 
out on their travels without being com- 
pelled to replenish their stock of stamps 
at every frontier. 

On the other hand, before the idea could 
be put into practice there would be a num- 
ber of difficulties to surmount. The differ- 
ent countries of the Postal Union could not 
be permitted to manufacture as many 
international postage stamps as they 
thought fit; for it would be very eapy, if 
such were the case, for one country to 
manufacture an enormous quantity and sell 
them to a neighboring state, thus depriving 
the latter country of legitimate budgetary 
profit. The promoter of the idea, therefore, 
proposes the creation at Berne, Switzerland, 
of a gentral bureau, empowered to manu- 
facture a certain number of five-cent post-

Another story of mushroom poisoning has 
recently been published, and, as it is every 
summer, the question is again raised as to 
the difference between mushrooms that are 
edible and those that it is death to eat. 

What complicates the question is the 
enormous difference of authorities.“ They 
contradict each other on every hand. To 
judge from the rules laid down by one man, 
it is a certain and speedy way of usher- 
ing one’s self out of the world to go by the 
card of any one else, 

The importance of mushrooms can be 
seen from the fact that chemists and 
gastronomists have pronounced them prac- 
tically ammal food for the reason that 
their flesh is almost identical in its prop- 
erties with meat, and has precisely the same 
nourishing qualities. 

On paper it is well nigh impossible to 
set down y rule for the guidance of the 
man or woman who will go forth into the 


fields and gather carelessly. There is this | 


to say, that unless one has a full scientific 
knowledge of the many different species, 
the collecting of them for food is a danger- 
ous matter. Though to naturalists each 
species has its own marked points of differ- 
ence, these points will pass the attention of 
the casual seeker and he will go astray.

If one will not follow these instructions 
three bits of advice should be taken into 
account. Be sure that the mushrooms 
picked are perfectly fresh and have not the 
Slightest signs of decay. If they have, they 
will act precisely the same on the system 
as does putrid meat, only far more alarm- 
ingly. In this connection remember to cook 
them immediately. 

Cook in the simplest way—broiling is the 
best method—and without fat or butter. 
Fat or butter will disguise the taste that 
a mushroom naturally has, and one may 
thus eat a considerable quantity of a poison- 
ous variety without being aware of it, 
while if the mushroom is cooked simply 
and is not smothered in fat, it often gives 
out danger signals of its own by its strange 
bitter taste. 

The symptoms of mushroom poisoning are 
nausea, extreme drowsiness, heavy stupor 
and severe pains in the joints. The most 
efficacious remedy is a smart dose of 
sweet oll, which may

gar, or else en pure. There is some- 
thing in sweet oil that seems to negative the 

In Italy cases of mushroom poison- 
ng seldom occur for the reason that mush- 
rooms when eaten are invariably cooked 
in sweet oil, and the interior economy of 
the Italian nation anyway is fully and 
completely saturated with it.

— 


Complete Programme ef the Races Next 
Saturday and an Interesting Story 
of the Work of the A. C. C. 


The entries for the handicap races at the 
Diamond Tournament of the Associated 
Cycling Clubs next Saturday have closed 
and the entries for the open events close 
Thursday evening. The indication point 
to the most successful race meets ever held 

In St. Louis and an eolipse of the National 
Circuit races last year. It will be an inno- 
yation in the bicycle races in the West, in 
that every prize given is a diamond except 
in two events, where medals are offered, and 
even these have diamond ornaments. The 
prize list amounts to $1,000, and all of the 
stones were purchased from the treasury 
of the association, aided by dealers, who 
subscribed for tickets in advance, 

Never has such an enterprise under- 
Aaken on such a broad scale as the Diamond 
Tournament. The Associated Cycling Clubs 
have not etinted time nor money in outlin- 
ing the plang and the policy is now re- 
paying the organization amply. 

The idea of holding a diamond race meet 
originated last April when the officers of 
the A. C. C. were informed that they had 
been assigned the date of Oct. 5 for the Na- 
tiona] Circuit meet this year. They realized 
that that was too late in the season to give 
A successful tournament, as the weather 
would be too cold, the early closing of bus- 
iness houses on Saturday would have ceased 


and the riders themselves would be played 
out with the continuous racing along the 
circuit and with the great amount of ral 
road traveling they have to do. At first it 
was almost deeided that they would hold 
no meet at all, but, on reconsideration, it 
was determined that an opportunity should 
be afforded St. Louisans to see the crack 
riders, and plans were begun to offer induce- 
ments which would attract the stars from 
the circuit. 

It was no easy task that the men who 
are leaders in cycling: in St. Louis had set 
themselves. e national circuit is ar- 
ranged to keep the premier racers together 
and to make the meets on the schedule 
the bright spots of the season. To do this 
the Racing Board of the League of American 


Wheelmen throws every saf ard around 
the national events and accords them priv- 
lleges which no ordinary open meet can ob- 
tain. For instance, the racing rules proVide 
that no 2 of over $150 in value can 
be offered for class B races without special 
sanction. Special sanctions are only grant- 
ed to meets on the circuit and thus the pro- 
moters of those can put up horses and 
wagons, pianos and houses and lots if they 
please and such prizes will bring the entries 
of crackajacks without any pleading on the 
part of the promoters. 

It is also a well-recognized fact that the 
public care more to see a race for a very 
valuable prise than for a small one, even 
though the same men compete. It is as 
cepted that each man will put forth eve 
effort to win when the prise is rich and wi 
not care so much if it is small. This is, 
no doubt, true and the reason a good prise. 
list will draw out a large attendance. 

Chairman Gideon plans the cirouilt by the 
application for dates which he receives, and 
of course the jumps are short, usually not 
more than a night’s ride from one city to 
the next, while those off the circuit have 

to ask the riders to come a long distance. 

. All of these matters were weighed care- 
fully before the meet was determined upon 
and the idea suggested that the obstacles 
might be overcome by offering valuable 
diamonds to the winners of the events and 
so far the plan has met with success. 

The prize list is a sparkling one. It in- 
cludes fourteen diamond studs and two dia 


mond medals. The beauty of the lot is a 


gem worth in cold oash $150, which will 
glisten on the shirt front of the winner of 
the one-mile open, class B, the feature of 
the day. The second prize in this event is 
a $06 stud and the fourth a stone worth $44, 

The complete list of prises is as follows: 

One mile, novice—Medal, $650. 

Half mile open, class A—First prise, dia- 
mond, $44; second prize, diamond, $31.50. 

One mile open, class A—First prise, dia- 
mond, $50; second prize, diamond, $31.50;

With all that Murphy is a good rider and 
his appeatance will add much to the races. 
Charlie has tender recollections of St. Louis 
and has very kindly feelings toward the

treated last year. Al] were pleased at be- 
ing presented with their prizes immediately 
after the races, but when Murphy handed 
one of his diamonds to Chairman Raymond 
of the Racing Board as being defective 
and he had the matter settled and a new dia- 
mond within a week, he realized that the A.

An attraction at the meet that will give 
much pleasure will be the trick riding of 
Lee Richardson.

Under this log, or 
rather in the rotten log itself, we found what 
we du an “iron worm.” It was four 
inches long and belonged to the myriopoda 
or thousand-leg family. The body was com- 
posed of fifty segments or hard rings, at- 
tached to each of which was a pair of legs, 
making 100in all. It was, despite its numer- 
ous legs, very slow in motion, and easily 
captured. We saved it alive. 


WEDNESDAY—Rain again, but this time 
none of the n reached the inside of the 
tent. Something else did, however, in the 
shape of a host of yellow jackets, bees and 
wasps, and fully a hundred grand- daddy 
long legs.“ We caught several red wasps, 
and some of the yellow jackets, against 
which we felt revengeful from the fact that 
they had alighted on our setting boards 
and made a vicious attack on our specimens, 
spoiling several.

basket, and went free as baggage on the 
railroad tickets. 

Packed in the trunk was also a complete 
entomological field outfit. It consisted of 
a half-pint of alcohol for preserving worms, 
ete., a half-pint of benzine to kill speci- 
mens, entomological pine of three sizes, 
two ensnaring nets, a number of wide- 
mouthed bottles for alcohol specimens and 
small beetles and bugs, forceps, two large 
setting boards for butterflies and moths, and 
half a dozen cigar boxes, 508,“ in which to 
bring home specimens. 

Thus equipped, the trip began. Its in- 
cidents and wind up are told in the fol- 
lowing diary, edited each evening after the 
bugs and butterflies were tet,“ by the male 
member of the party:

CAPT. GOULD PROTESTS. 


| The St. Louisan Says That Bob Is Used 


as a “Paying Drawing Card” and 
Lowers Spiritual Ethics. 


Special Correspondence Sunday Post-Dispatch. 
SUNAPEE LAKE, N. H., Aug. 15.—This 
is an Indian word, and is pronounced So- 
wippi, which, when interpreted, means Loon 
Lake. It is a picturesque sheet of water, 
about ten miles long, and various widths, 
from a half mile to a mile, surrounded by 
wooded hills and valleys, with forest trees, 
which grow to the water’s edge, from the 
rock-bound shores, At every available point 
that can be reached by a steamboat a 


summer cottage is erected among the boul- 
der rocks, which is owned and occupied at 
present by citizens from many of the large 
cities and towns, even as far distant as 
Washington.“ 8 

Col. John Hay, the late President Lin- 
coln’s Private Secretary, has an elegant 
establishment near the shore, and owns sev- 
eral hundred acres of land on the sides of 
the mountains bordering the lake. There 
are some thirty steamboat landings on the 
shores, and three small steamboats are 
kept constantly employed at this season of 
the year, running from the railroad sta- 
tion to carry passengers and freight to and 
from these numerous landings. 

It is at one of these landings (Blodget’s) 
that the famous Sunapee Lake Spiritual 
Camp is located. There are some seventy- 
five cottages stuck in among the rocks and 
on top of them, belonging io and occupied 
principally by Spiritualists. 

The plan and object in building these cot- 
tages seems to have been to leave nature in 
its wildest condition, and they have suc- 
ceeded admirably. 

They have not even disturbed the under- 
growth, much less the trees. While the cot- 
— — are neat and tastefully finished and 
painted they are perched upon the boulder 
rocks all along the shore, like the birds’ 
—— which occupy the branches above 
them. 

In addition to the cottages there is one 
hotel, one auditorium and assembly hall, 
all located in about the same unique, un- 
pretending position. 

The only peculiarity I observe about this 
camp meeting is, its president is a woman— 
Mrs. Addie M. Stephens. She is a very 
competent presiding officer and has been a 
long time in the spiritual field as a medium 
and a public speaker. This is the only camp 
I have ever visited that is presided over 
by a woman. But the success attendin 
Mrs. Stephens’ administration here woul 
confirm the position taken by spiritualists 
generally, that women have equal adminis- 
trative and executive ability with men. All 
they need is a suitable education. 

While I fail to notice the usual number 
of mediums at this camp, I am delighted to 
know a decided effort is being made to in- 
troduce and maintain a higher and better 
grade of vocal music. Among the many de- 
ficiencies from which spiritualism is suf- 
fering to-day in camp and at me in the 
enjoyment of its teachings is the want of 
good vocal music, If we have learned any- 
thing from our contact with spirit infiu- 
ences, it is that nothing is so necessary to 
secure that influence and presence as sweet 
melodious songs and the harmonious con- 
ditions effected by auch music. 

Spiritualism is not suffering here, nor at 
any other place t Iam aware of, where 
an earnést eff as been made to learn of 
its prindiples fem the Want of mediums, 
They art num now and being devel- 
oped every day, but what is wanted is more 
culture, more education among partially 
developed mediums, 

I see Col. Robert Igersoll advertised to 
lecture before this camp-meeting in the 
near future, and from here he goes to other 
camps in New England for the same pur- 
pose. I understand this to be an entirely 
finaneial scheme on the part of the camp- 
meetings management. As he Isa “drawing 
card,“ dnd attracts much larger audiences 
than any spiritual lecturer in the lecture 
field; hence they pay him a large salary 
and charge a much larger admission fee 
than usual as a matter of r If 
this is true, it is a poor compliment to the 
many highly cultured mediums in the lec- 
ture fleld, marry of whom speak under in- 
spiration, and are as highly educated as 
is Col. Ingersoll. It is also a poor com- 
mentary upon the spirituality and taste of 
spiritualists, who constitute the great body 
of hearers. Spiritualism 2 to be a 
liberal religion, and its platform is always 
free to all sects of religionists who desire 
to occupy it. But from my standpoint I 
fail to see the consistency of inviting an 
avowed irreligious lecturer, an agnostic, to 
a spiritual platform, although he may be a 
“drawing card’’—he never draw con- 
verts to spiritualism with his present 
teachings. 

It has been said “necessity knows no 
law.” If this can be accepted under any 
circumstances, spiritual leaders and camp- 
meeting managers may be justified in re- 
sorting to even more nefarious means of 
sustaining their cause, or any other de- 
voted solely to the good of humanity, than 
employing agnostics to instruct their peo- 


e. 
P There has never been a time since the 
introduction of modern spiritualism, in 1848, 
when half the interest was manifest to 
learn the truths of spiritual philoséphy 
as is seen to-day in all directions. 

Perhaps there never has been,a sect in 
America before that has had so good claims 
upon the confidence of the intelligent 
— through psychic and scientific in- 
vestigation, that is so illy prepared to main- 
tain and defend its claims against bigotry, 
ridicule and superstition as spiritualism 


as. 

Without schools or educational institu- 
tions, without organization or system, with- 
out means to build churches, chapels or 
suitable places to congregate, with differ- 
ences of opinion among themselves to recon- 
cile, with fraudulent practices to confute, it 
has gone forward for nearly fifty years with 
surprising results, so much so that if no 
better evidence of spiritual influences being 
behind it, this fact alone would be sufficient.

In answer to the question 
that is so often asked, Why, if spiritualism 
is under the control and direction of the 
spirit world, do not they provide the neces- 
sary ways and means to promote and ad- 
vance the cause?

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Mr. John A. Knott, Editor of 


One of the best known of all the Missouri | 


editors—because one of the most energetic 
and popular—is Mr. John A. Knott, editor 
of the Hannibal Morning Journal. 

Mr. Knott was not born to the purple, 
exactly, but he quickly developed into it 
and found himself so readily adapted to it 
that he would scarcely know how to aban- 


don the newspaper business if he would. 
He was born in Millersburg, Callaway 
County, Mo., June 29, 1852, and spent his 
young life on a farm, where he accumulated 
an amount of brawn and muscle which 
has ever since stood him in good stead in 
the immense demands made upon his physi- 
cal constitution. His father died when he 
was quite a child, and he received his edu- 
cation behind a counter of a country store 
owned and conducted by his brother, Will 
J. Knott, who was afterwards for many 
years commercial editor and Jefferson City 
correspondent of the Missouri Republican. 
He next tried the dry good business on 
his own account, but his restless disposition 
would not admit of his remaining in that 
line; so in 1876 he succeeded his brother as 
editor of the Chamois Leader. A few years 
ago he struck into the hill country and 
started the Osage County News at Linn. 
Having made a success of this he went 
to Troy and started the Free Press and 
then the Lincoln County News. Both made 
mone for him, and at last he united 
with R. B. Speed and inaugurated the Daily 
Southwest Mail at Nevada. Here he ac- 
cumulated a considerable sum of money 
and eight years later became the editor 
and manager of the Hannibal Morning 
Journal, one of the largest and most 


prosperous of all the interior newspapers 4 


in this State.

Mr. Knott has always been prominent in 
the Democratic politics of Missouri, without 
being a candidate for any office. In 1888 
he was prominently mentioned for Secretary 
of State, but declined to enter the race and 
gave his support instead to Capt. Lesueur. 
He was the organizer of Col. Richard Dal- 
ton’s cam for Governor in 1892, and 
took his candidate into the convention with 
a majority of the votes. 

He was Secretary of the great Demo- 
cratic Convention at St. Joseph in 1890, and 
has always been interested in the work of 
his party. 

In June, 1880, Mr. Knott was married to 
Miss, Hattie Breckinridge of St. Louis 

ounty, and has one child, a daughter, 
Lizzie, now aged 12 years. 

Mr. Knott has been President of the 
Northeast Missouri Editorial Association 
and President of the Missouri Press Asso- 
clation, besides serving on a number of 
occasions as a delegate to the National 
Press Association meetings, in which he 
has long taken an active and intelligent 
interest. 

As an indication of the esteem in which he 
is held in the Northeast, Mr. Knott was 
elected a member of the State Democratic 
Committee from the First Congressional 
District by the recent State Convention at 
Pertle Springs. He has fought valiantly 
for the free coinage of silver and other- 
wise sought to represent the Democratic 
people of his district in all respects. 

Mr. Knott is a strong editorial writer and 
a splendid business manager, two qualities 
rarely united in one person. He is of a 
jovial and happy disposition and under all 
circumstances is inclined to look upon the 
bright side of life. s tendency has aided 
much in giving to Mr. Knott a popularity 
which extends throughout the State and an 


influence correspondingly extensive.

The command regarding usurysrhich “G, 
speaks of smacks of the same sort of quib- 
bling. 1 did not say that all commands to 
the Jews, simply because they were com- 
mands, are alike binding.

My convictions on the 
land question were su uent to my pur- 
chases and conditions might justify further 
purchases, Members of society to-day are 
engaged in a fierce struggle for existence, 
in which some must. be crushed. No one 
wants to be among these; and the various 
special privileges—iand monopoly, monopoly 
of trade, transportation and manufacture 
offer such tempting chances that all are 
eager for what only a few can get. Selif 
preservation is one of the strongest laws in 
nature and such a condition only intensifies 
its cultivation. While homicide is not jus- 
tifiable, who is to condemn the men in the 
Black Hole of Calcutta for killing their 
fellows for a chance to breathe through its 
only aperture? 

Or, in the case of a shipwreck, who stops 
to debate the moral or the statute law about 
killing when they can save themselves by 
knocking a less strong person from a 
floating spar? 

With this condition of affairs Single Tax- 
ers are no more than human if they look 
out for themselves just as others do, while 
at the same time they are fighting for the 
abolition of the causes necessitating this 
kind of warfare and cut-throat business. 

But even if there were no scriptural au- 
thority or usage against the private owner- 
ship of the land, equity, justice and the 
equal right to life are against it. One’s very 
birth entails an equal right to a place to 
live and therefore an equal right to the use 
of the earth, which is not considered under 
A system of its private ownership. Priority 
of birth does not give right, nor does might 
make right, for under the one priority of 
birth would ve these power over se 
subsequently rn; under the other, those 
w have the power can take and those 
may keep who can and no one could com- 
plain if a stronger dis him.

The peculiar value of Mr. Bryce’s work is 
that it deals comparatively little With 
philosophical analysis and commentary, but 
aims to portray the American system in 
practical operation. For fore students 
not familiar with the history of the United 
States or with existing conditions therein, 
the book is invaluable. It for the first time 
enables such students to understand what 
our institutions and political methods are, 
and how the Federal Constitution has been 
modified through. its practical workings 
under changing conditions. For the Ameri- 
can student its chief value lies in the fact 
that it directs attention to the significance 
of many things that an American takes for 
granted simply because he is an American. 

The political portions of Mr> Bryce’s book 
are on the whole sound and info ng and 
his political observations remarkably acute. 
No one but a trained student of litics 
could have done so well after so slight an 
acquaintance with the country and the 

le. His social observations are less valua- 

le and trustworthy, but are always sugges- 
tive, and will stimulate the thoughtful 
American reader to self-investigation and 
closer scrutiny of the phenomena which 
the life around him presents.
